the more willing the owners should 
be to let people know who owns them. 
but no matter how humble the place 
may be. the owner of any farm should 
be proud that, he h.is e\en only a few 
acres he can call his own and should 
not object to acknowlcdcc such own- 
ership by colliding his name to it. — 
Holmes County Karmer.
